yesterday before the Senate committee 
investigating campaign expenditures. 

Out of the scores of letters cover 
ing every subject from exhibits of 
Indian pictures to the appointment of 
federal judges and territorial gover- 
nors in Arizona, the Senate committee 
was sble to secure little new light 
bearing upon the subject of campaign 
contributions or the disputed ques 
ti.n of whether or not President 
Roosevelt had specifically asked Mr. 
Harriman in 1904 to raise a fund of 
$240,000 for the aid of his campaign. 

C. C. Tegethoff, now agent for the 
Harriunan estate, and former private 
secretary to Mr. Harriman, and C. A. 
Peabody, president of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., and personal at 
torney for Mrs. Harriman in the ad- 
ministration of the estate, both testi- 
fied that Mr. Harriman had told them 
the raising of the big campaign fund 
had been undertaken at President 
Roosevelt’s request, a statement which 
Mr. Harriman made before his death, 
but which wus denied by President 
Roosevelt. 

Aside from the file of letters given 
the committer, no documentary evi- | 
dence was offered, however, and out 
of the many letters, none was produc. | 
ed except that written by Mr. Harri- 
man, to Sidney Webster, Jan. 2, 1906, 
that in any way bore upon the charge 
that President Roosevelt had asked 
the railroad man to raise funds.

EVERLASTING YEAST. 


An Excellent Recipe That Has Been In 
Use For Years, 
A special cooking of potatoes. for 





which potatoes are cooked for a meal is 
saved, Instead of draining into the 
sink, strain the proportion of five cup: 
fuls of potato water over one-half cup- 
ful of sugar. When cool add a starter 
of yeast foam, or by keeping in a warm 
place, such as the top of the warming 
oven, in two or three days it will fer- 
ment without aid, a white foam ap- 
pearing on the top, when it can be 
placed in a jar and kept cool 

Use no other liquid for bread. Three 
and one-half cupfuls will make three 
loaves of bread. The yeast can be 
added to from time to time by saving 
the potato water, adding sugar and 
when cool putting into the yeast jar. 
In this way the yeast keeps indefinite- 
ly, with no extra work, and is always 
ready for use. Always save a cupful 
for a starter. Yeast with the starter 
can be made at noon and be ready to 
make bread at night.

After lunch put one-half pound of 
barley in two quarts of water, add a 
Hittle salt and let simmer for two hours.

About one- 
half bour before taking from fire add 
two teaspoonfuls of worcestershire 
gauce. 

This is exceptionally good and well 
worth a trial Barley costs 5 cents, car- 
rot 2 cents, onion 2 cents, worcester- 
shire sauce 1 cent, total 10 cents. It 
will give as much nutriment to the 
system as 40 ceats’ worth of meat.

BIG SHIP BUILDING 


The Planning and Constructing 
of an Ocean. Liner. 








FIRST A MINIATURE IS MADE. 





This Small Model is Then Thoroughly- 


Tested, and the Story it Tells When 
Perfected Will Be the Story of the 
New Vessel When Launched, , 


Building a modern ocean liner is an 
interesting and complicated operation. 
The ship’s plan is first prepared in 
sections from owners’ specificatious, on 
a scale of a quarter or half an inch to 
the foot. One set of drawings, called 
the “sheer draft,” is a plan of the 
ship’s skeleton or framework without 
the plates, the internal deck, bulkbead 
and hold arrangements being indicated 
by a series of detailed drawings. 

Follows then the experimental! stage. 
A wooden block or casting of paraffin 
wax is first made to scale from thea 
sbip’s plans and tested in a large tank 
about 800 feet in length and eight feet 
deep. The model, weighted to the load 
line, ‘is totved to and fro by an over 
head traverser at varying speeds, 

Delicate instruments register the ex- 
act “pull,” the displacement, the stabil- 
ity and a host of other information. 
The shape of the model is altered 
again and again, pleces being shaved 
off here and others there. The final re- 
sults. are.carefully tabulated, and. from 
this ship in embryo the builders com- 
plete their plans. 

Inside the central shed, 250 yards 
long and 150 feet In beight, the ship's 
berth bas meantime been prepared. 
Thousands of wooden piles, about thir- 
ty feet in length, have been driven by 
pile drivers deep into the ground. On 
these are laid huge beams and the 
floor completed with stout planks. 
Then in the center the keel blocks, sur- 
mounted by oak caps ip groups of five, 
are assembled on a falling gradient to 
the river of about half an inch a foot. 

All Is now ready for the reception of 
the ponderous keel. This—the back- 
bone of the ship—is of huge strength. 
measuring four feet across, and Is three 
and a quarter inches thick. Parallel 
with the keel, but above it and attach- 
ed by angle bars, Is the central girder, 
five feet high, the space between form- 
ing the double bottom. On each side, 
at regular distances running length- 
wise, are seven other girders, the out- 
er one called the “margin plate.” 

The water tight chambers are formed 
by vertical partitions of plates extend- 
ing above and beneath the floors up to 
the margin plate on each side. 

After the great cast steel stern frame 
and the stem bar for the bows have 
been attached the plating begins. The 
steel strips of varying sizes, but av- 
eraging thirty-four feet in length and 
about three tons In welght each, which 
form the skin of the ship, are laid on 
in strakes Nke the bricks in a wall. 
Fitting these strakes to the shape of a 
ship Is a critical business. A thin 
wooden pattern or template is frst 
prepared for each plate and clamped 
in position on the ship’s side. With

ship Is a critical business. A thin 
wooden pattern or template is frst 
prepared for each plate and clamped 
in position on the ship’s side. With 
minute care eyery detall is marked on 
it—the size and shape, the overlap and 
the rivet holes. : 

It is then transferred to its proto- 
type, the steel plate, which is cut, 
punched and bent by wonderful; ma- 
chinery that slices steel strips, punches 
rivet holes and bends steel plate as 
easily and cleanly as though the ma- 
terlal were paper. Nimble traveling 
cranes on gantrles under the roof pick 
up the huge plates when ready and 
convey them to their appolnted place, 
where the hydraulic riveter—& me 
chanical marvel—with irresistible force 
and rapidity drives each rivet home. 
In the building of a modern liner over 
4,000,000 rivets are used. Each joint 
is rendered water tight by calking. 

The outer shell finished and the in- 
side work far advanced, the builders 
turn their attention to the problem of 
the launch, the weight of the vessel at 
this point on the keel blocks being 
something Hke 15,000 tons. The 
launching ways, sloping gently to the 
water, are prepared, and cradles, fore 
and aft, to guide the ship, are erected 
with huge wooden beams, the whole 
being finally lubricated by tallow and 
train oil 

Amid acclamation the ship recelves 
its baptism and, whether for weal or 
woe, takes to its element. Still help- 
less, though, its motive power lacking, 
it 1s afterward moored to the works 
wharf under a 150 ton titan crane, 
whereby its boilers—twenty-five of 
them—are lowered into the abyss of 
the hold and a multitude of fittings 
connected with the engines.

Busiest Spot on Earth. 

The most crowded spot in the world 
for five and a half days of the week is 
that small tract of territory, covering 
one acre, bounded by the Royal Ex- 
change Bank, and the Mansion House 
in the city of London.

THE FREE TESTING OF FARM 
SEEDS, 





During the season of 1012-13, the 
Seed Branch of the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agricultural will test free of 
charge samples of seeds of grasses, 
clovers and cereal crops. This has 
been. the policy of this Branch since 
the passing of the Seed Control Act. 
As. a guide to growers, dealers and 
others: who desire to have samples 
tested for purity, grading and germ- 
ination, a leaflet of instructions has 
been prepared, Under twenty-three 
numbered paragraphs there are des- 
cribed, amoug others things, how to 
prepare, pack and address samples of 
various kinds. Useful notes are given 
on qualities affecting the value of 
seed. [tis pointed out that injury to 
Wheat from frost or dampness is 
usually apparent in the color and 
shrunken condition of the grain. 
While a hulled kernal of sound oats is 
usually semi-transparent and not 
brittle,, a frosted kermal is dark and 
meally, particularly at the tip, and is 
usually brittle. 
for cleaning grass and clover seeds, 
bul growers whose farms are notclean 
are recommended to sell their seed in 
an uncleaned condition toa wholesale

He held, how- 
ever, that clearer views are now per- 
meating Christian minds and hearts 
and that the conflict between salva- 
tion by faith and salvation by works 
is at an end. th are now seen to 
be necessary. Works devoid of faith 
could not be perfect nor in any way 
acceptable to God. Faith without all 
the works possible to it would not be 
a living faith bit merely passive 
assent, which is-not what God re- 
quires of those who would be footstep 
followers of Jesus. The judgment of 
the Church determines for each mem- 
ber life or death eternal—and if. life, 
what the degree of glory, honor, Di- 
vine favor, “as star differeth from 
star in glory.” us St. James 
points out that a faith which gives 
no manifestation to do good should 
be styled a dead faith and would be 
valueless in God’s sight.

VETERINARY LORE. 


Proper ‘Method of Treating Cuts and 
Bruises on the Horse. 

The shoulders of work horses often 
become chafed and sore in spring be- 
cause owners do not give them proper 
attention, says A. S. Alexander, M, D.

shoulder and collar when the latter is 
in place. Keep the collar clean and 
dry. Sweat, balr and dandruff mat 
upon the inside of the collar when the 
horse is at work and dry there at noon. 
Remove the collar, sponge it clean and 
set it in the sun to dry. Do not wet it, 
but wipe or sponge off with sweet oll 
Remove the harness at noon. It is 
cruel to Jeave it on the horse. 

He should also have his shoulders 
sponged off with cold water. at noon 
and at night. If they are tender, bathe 
them with a strong tea of white oak 
bark or with strong alum water of 
with a solution of half an ounce of 
tannic acid to a gallon of cold water. 
If sores form smenr them with an oint- 
ment made of one dram each of lodo 
form, tannic acid and boric acid to 
an ounce of lanolin, vaseline or un 
salted lard. If a large “bunch” forms 
it contains pus deep down under the 
levator humeri muscle and will have 
to be Hberated by cutting; then pack 
the cavity once dally with oakum sat: 
urated in a mixture of equal parts of 
raw linseed oll and turpentine. This 
will prevent the formation of a fibroid 
tumor. Where a tumor has formed It 
will have to be cut out Afterward 
pack as above directed. 

If the top of the neck tends to be 
come sore do not clip off the mane. 
That aggravates the trouble, for the 
sbort, strong bristles are pressed into 
the sore skin by the collar. Wash the 
parts clean and paint three times daily 
witb a lotion composed of two ounces 
of tincture of iodine and six ounces of 
extract of witch hazel. Often a patcb 
of skin dies, becomes horny and thick 
and then is known as a “sitfast.” Pus 
exudes from around this sitfast It 
must be cleanly cut out or healing will 
not take place. After the operation 
swab with tincture of iodine every 
other day, and two or three times a 
day apply white lotion.

Slimy or Ropy Milk (Not a Disease). 

Milk which becomes stringy, slimy 
or ropy after standing awhile is pot 
due to the cow’s condition, but is 
caused by a large number of bacteria 
which develop in the milk and change

the milk sugar into a slimy or ropy 
mass. The bacteria usually come from 
dust or bad water and get into the 
milk at milking time or afterward 

Thoroughly cleun and disinfect the 
stable and scald all milk pails, strain 
ers, cans, etc. 


Lumps In Teats. 

If the lump or tumor be near the 
puint or balfway up the teat a vet 
erinarian may operate successfully; 
otherwise it is well to beef the cow, 
as she will not improve and her off- 
spring may be similarly affected. 


Cowpox. A 

Symptoms.—Teuts very sore, break 
out in pimples and form scabby sores, 
A troublesome contagious disease, and 
the cow should be isolated. 

A milker can take {t from one cow 
to another on bis hands or clothes. 

Remedy:—Dress the sores three times 
a day with an ointment made by mix- 
tng four drams boracic acid, twenty 
drops of carbolic acid, with two ounces 
of vaseline. 

If the teats are very sore it may he 
well to use a teat siphon to ail the 
milk.

White lotion is made by mixing to- 
gether in a pint of soft, cold water 
one ounce of sugar of lead and six 
drams of sulphate of zinc. For use ip 
fly time add one dram of pure carbolic 
acid. Label the bottle “poison” and 
sbake it well before using. This is a 
fine lotiog for application to all shal- 
low wounds, such as surface barb wire 
wounds and sore shoulders and necks. 
It 1s a drying lotion and makes the 
wound scab over. The scab should 
not be rubbed off. Healing goes on 
ander the scab. 

When a wound heals tardily swab it 
with tincture of iodine two or three 
times a week. If it tends to form 
proud flesh do not apply burnt alum or 
powdered blue stone (sulphate of cop- 
per) Better rub it lightly with lunar 
caustic pencil (nitrate of silver) and 
then apply the following lotion which 
we have found useful for large barb 
wire wounds which fill up with granu- 
lar tissue and tend to leave a large, 
unsightly scar: Two ounces of sul- 
phate of zinc, half an ounce of chloride 
of zinc, one dram of hydrochloric acid 
(dilute), one pint of soft, cold water, 
caramel, suflictent to color brown. La- 
bel “poison.” Shake before using. This 
is a very strong solution and should 
be used carefully. 








Wean the Poal Gradually, 

Don’t let the colt go to pleces at 
weaning time. Wean gradually. Give 
him good feed—vats are best—and the 
run of the pasture. Make the change 
from the dam’s milk to grain and 
pasture gradually, Don't keep the 
colt tied up in a short, dirty barn. A 
lot or small pasture surrounded by 
smooth or woven wire or board fence 
is the ideal place for exercise,

TIPS FOR AUTOMOBILES 


A List of Rules Given Out For 
Their Guidance. 





1. On discovering an approachin 
team the automobilist must stop o 
side and cover his machine with a 
tarpaulin painted to correspond with 
the scenery. 

2. The speed limit on country roads 
this year will be a secret and the pen- 
alty for violation will be $10 for every 
mile an offender is caught going in ex- 
cess of if. ' 

3. Incase an automobile makes a 
team run away the penalty will be 
$50 for the first mile, $100 for the 
second mile, $200 for the third mile, 
ete., that the teams runs, in addition 
to the usual charges for dathages. 

4, On approaching a corner where 
he cannot command a view ofthe road 
ahead the automobilist must stop not 
less than 100 yards from the turn, toot 
his horn, ring a bell, fire a revoluer, 
halloo, and send up three bombs at 
intervals of five minutes. 

5. Automobiles must be seasonably 
painted—that is, so they will agree 
with the pastoral ensemble and not be 
startling. They !must be green in 
spring, golden in summer, red in 
autum, and white in winter. 

6. Automobiles running on coun- 
try roads at night must send up a red 
rocket every. mile and wait ten 
minutes for the road to clear. They 
may then proceed carefully, blowing 
ee hern and shooting Roman can- 

es, 

7. Incase an automobile comes up 
behind and wants to pass, the farmer 
will affect deafness until the automo- 
bilist calls him a hard name. 

8. All members of society will give 
up Sunday to chasing automobiles, 
shooting and shouting at them, mak- 
ing arrests and otherwise discouraging 
country touring on that day. 

9. Incase a Tors will not pass an 
automobile, notwithstanding the sce- 
nic tarpaulin, the automobilist will 
take the machine apart as rapidly as 
possible and conceal the parts in the 
grass, 

10. _ In case an automobile approach- 
esa farmer’s house when the roads 
are dusty, it will slow down to one 
mille an hour and the chauffeur will 
lay the dust in front of the house with 
a hand sprinkler, worked over the
